Former Bears receiver Brandon Lloyd might be a free 
agent, but his fantasy football profile was updated 
with a very different kind of stat this week. 

ESPN and fantasy blogs alike were abuzz Tuesday 
after word got out that Lloyd is set to appear in ‘Af- 
ter Effect,” a Chicago indie horror flick set for release 
Oct. 8. Lloyd plays a sergeant in the film. 

Fellow Illinois graduate Juice Williams also appears 
in some scenes at the end of the film. 

“Originally, they weren’t written for the film,” said 
producer and co-writer Marc Menet, 34, of Portage 
Park. 

Menet said he was shocked to see ESPN person- 
alities such as Mike Wilbon and Skip Bayless talking 
about his film on different programs Tuesday Ad- 
ditionally, Lloyd’s fantasy football profile had been 
updated with facts about his appearance on popular 
blogs like Rotowire. 

Menet, who also is an adjunct professor at DePaul 
University and Columbia College, said Lloyd’s ap- 
pearance came by total chance when he was filming 
over the holidays in 2010 and 2011. 

“It was a happy accident,” he said, noting that an- 
other producer at the time with connections to the 
University of Illinois just happened to know Lloyd 
and Williams were in town. 

They were approached about parts and were more 
than eager to be on camera. 

“He was a really, totally cool guy” Menet said of 
Lloyd’s time on the set. “There was no ego or diva- 


ness. He was like 
a film student the 
first time on set; he had 
a wide-eyed eagerness.” 

Lloyd plays Sgt. Chuck 
Lloyd in the film, which is 
about a group of college stu- 
dents who volunteer for an experimental 
medical test that goes awry The majority of the 
movie, which stars Daniel Baldwin, takes place 
at Chicago’s Provident Hospital and Oakton 
Community College. 

“We had no idea of the publicity,” Menet 
said, adding that the ESPN mentions got tens of 
thousands of views for the movie’s trailer. 

“It was mind-blowing what happened yester- 
day To hear Skip Bayless say the name of the film 
was bizarre.” 

Despite the last-minute casting, Menet said 
Lloyd was paid a nominal fee of a few hundred 
dollars nonetheless, the same amount collected 
by other actors in the film. Lloyd, however, just 
seemed happy to have a part. 

“He never cashed his check,” Menet said. 

‘After Effect” is set for release on iTunes, Amazon 
and DVD in Wal-Mart stores. 

Lloyd caught 160 passes for Illinois before enter- 
ing the NEL in 2003. In 2008 with the Bears, he had 
26 receptions for 364 yards and two touchdowns. He 
played for six teams in 10 pro seasons and made the 
Pro Bowl with Denver in 2010.

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‘A Single Shot’ star Sam Rockwell 
makes sure he learns from his mistakes

Sam Rockwell supports the quiet, small- 
town, everybody-knows-your-business 
lifestyle depicted in the indie noir “A Single 
Shot.” Sort of 

“I wouldn’t last too long because I’d get a 
little bored,” he says, “but there is something 
quaint about it for a period of time.” 

Boredom is something that’s never gener- 
ated from a performance by Rockwell (“The 
Way Way Back,” “Seven Psychopaths”), 
who’s typically stellar in ‘A Single Shot,” 
opening Sept. 20. He plays John Moon, a 
hunter who accidentally kills a woman in 
the woods but very purposefully steals the 
money he finds nearby 

As usual in movies like this, the theft 
doesn’t go overlooked by people willing to 
do violent things to get that cash back. 

From New York, the 44-year-old actor 
talked about big mistakes, the difference 
between a genre piece and cliche and his 
feelings on a situation John experiences: 
walking into a house and discovering a naked 
babysitter. 

A long time ago you assisted a private de- 
tective. How did that inform your awareness 
of how John Moon feels being followed? 

Not very much. I did one surveil- 
lance job where we tracked a 
woman that was having an 
affair, but it was brief The 
rest of it was more research- 
oriented. So it wasn’t very 
exciting.

not having those big mistakes. But you’re 
right. It’s like, what do you do? Look at 
Lance Armstrong: He was trying to cover it 
up. It’s a natural human instinct I think. 

Is there a mistake that you’ve made, either 
professionally or personally, that you can 
tell me about? 

Nothing I can’t chalk up to a life 
lesson. Nothing so severe like 
this. All the mistakes I’ve made 
have been character-build- 
ing, you know. Nothing so 
bad that it would be like 
John Moon’s dilemma. 

I definitely did not expect 
you to confess something 
like that. When you say 
character-builders, is there 
anything in particular that comes 
to mind? 

Mistakes with women. ... I turned down 
“The Incredibles,” that cartoon. Kinda wish 
I had done that. I turned down a produc- 
tion of ‘American Buffalo” in Ireland I kinda 
wanted to do. That’s about it. It’s not like 
major things. I was asked to do a role in 
“Capote” with Phil Hoffman. I’m not sure 
if I wish I had done it or not, but I hope 
I get to work with Phil Hoffman at 
some point. He’s a friend of mine. 
The same thing goes for Billy 
Crudup. 


Do you think people only get a 
few big mistakes in life? It seems 
like John has had some bad things hap- 
pen to him, some of which weren’t his fault 
and some of which he may have contributed 
to. Then he gets to that point where it’s like, 
“This is your last big mistake that the world 
is going to let you have.” 

Yeah, hopefully most of us go through life 


I liked “A Single Shot,” though I 
think some people will see it and, 
as they do with all movies, have 
memories of other things. “No Coun- 
try for Old Men,” for example. Where do 
you think the line is between a crisp genre 
movie and when it starts to become cliche? 
Yeah, what do you mean exactly by that? 
That’s an interesting question. Can you 
rephrase that?

Pink draws on her past 
to play a sex addict 
in Thanks for Sharing’

On most red carpets, Alecia Moore is known 
as Pink. But at the premiere of “Thanks for 
Sharing” on Monday night, the pop star was 
recognized by her given name, which was 
printed in big bold letters on movie posters 
outside the ArcLight Hollywood. 

Moore, 34, has her acting debut in the sex 
addiction comedy, out Friday She stars along- 
side Mark Ruffalo, Josh Gad and Gwyneth 
Paltrow as a woman who attends Sexaholics 
Anonymous meetings to help control her de- 
sire to sleep with strange men. 

The “Get the Party Started” singer has real- 
life experience with addiction. Moore lost her 


childhood best friend in 2010 to a prescrip- 
tion drug overdose, 15 years after she herself 
suffered a near-fatal overdose. 

“I was a hard-core partyer from 12 to 15,” 
Moore told Entertainment Weekly last year. 
“I was like a candy raver and I was on all the 
club drugs, selling Ecstasy and crystal meth 
and Special K.” 

Portraying a sex addict, however, proved 
to be a different challenge. While her co-star 
Gad attended S.A. meetings in secret, Moore 
read books on the subject. 

“I believe that all addiction comes from the 
same monster, it just wears different masks,” 
the Grammy-winner said. 

Even gazing at her name on the film’s post- 
er behind her, Moore insisted she’s “not an 
actress.” 

“Em just here,” she said, shrugging. “My 
whole thing is be fearless. If something scares 


you, do it.” 

On set, however. Gad said he sensed no 
trepidation from the acting newbie. On 
the first day of filming, he recalled, Moore 
showed up on set and apologized in advance 
to her colleagues if her lack of experience held 
anyone back. 

‘And then the cameras rolled and it was like 
we were in ‘Sophie’s Choice,’ ” Gad said. “I 
looked over at Tim {Robbins} and Mark and 
I was like, ‘We’re dead.’ ” 


Having just wrapped up a concert tour in 
Australia, Moore insists she has no further 
acting plans. She’d rather keep her focus on 
singing— she was this week named Billboard’s 
Woman of the Year— and raising her 2-year- 
old daughter.

It turns out George R.R. Martin is a big fan of 
“Breaking Bad.” 

Earlier this week, the author behind the 
“Song of Ice and Fire” books, which serve as 
the basis for HBO’s “Game ofThrones,” post- 
ed a tip of the hat to the AMC series after its 
jaw-dropping episode “Ozymandias.” But in 
doing so, he also hinted at a very dark future 
for the characters in his own universe. 

“Walter White is a bigger monster than 
anyone in Westeros,” Martin wrote. Then 
added, “I need to do something about that.” 

The reaction to “Ozymandias,” in which 
a major character died and White (Bryan 
Cranston) finally acted out on his darkest im- 
pulses, caused a viewer reaction unseen since 
... well, the “Red Wedding” episode of “Game 
ofThrones” earlier this summer. That episode 
saw several major characters die and caused 
stunned and horrified reactions from viewers 
around the world— mostly from people who 
hadn’t already read the books.

The difference, of course, is that the inci- 
dents of “Breaking Bad” come just as the se- 
ries is ending its run. Martin, meanwhile, is 
hard at work writing the sixth (and eventually 
seventh) books in the series. So he’s got plenty 
of time to devise even more shocking events 
to rival what we’ve already seen. 

Martin then went on to speculate about the 
chances of his show winning best dramatic se- 
ries at the Emmys on Sunday Though he feels 
assured that “Breaking Bad” is the one to beat 


next year, this year looks good for fantasy 
“If the Academy is ever going to give their 
ultimate accolade to a fantasy show (some- 
thing that is by no means certain), it’s going to 
be this year, I think,” he wrote. 


If not this year, then it’s fairly certain Mar- 
tin is plotting events that will push the show 
over the edge in years to come. The sixth 
book in the series, “The Winds of Winter,” 
can’t come soon enough.

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Is iOS 7 Apple’s biggest fall change?

SAN FRANCISCO While Apple’s new iPhones 
have hogged the spotlight in recent days, a 
seemingly more mundane software update 
may be far more crucial to the tech giant. 

On Wednesday, Apple released a radically 
redesigned iOS 7 mobile operating system 
that Apple Chief Executive Tim Cook de- 
scribed as the biggest change to the iPhone 
since the device’s introduction in 2007. 

Indeed, some analysts say the iOS 7 repre- 
sents a bigger departure for users and devel- 
opers in terms of the experience than the new 
iPhone 5s and iPhone 5c that go on sale Friday 
The question now is whether iOS 7 will re- 
invigorate the gadget that launched the smart- 
phone revolution— but has seen growth slow 
this year— or will frustrate users and develop- 
ers as they try to learn the software’s interface. 

“I think people aren’t anticipating how 
big of a deal the new iOS 7 will be,” said Carl 
Howe, a Yankee Group analyst. “The software 
is very different than where they’ve been. And 
the thing that is going to blow people’s mind 


is that it’s going to make it feel like they’re get- 
ting a new phone.” 

For that reason, some analysts have even 
speculated that iOS 7 could damp new iPhone 
sales this weekend. Will people put off an 
iPhone purchase because the update makes 
their old phones feel new? 

The new iOS ditches some familiar ele- 
ments, such as designs meant to mimic real- 
world equivalents like bookshelves with wood 
grain. These types of tricks were intended to 
create a feeling of familiarity when Apple was 
introducing a revolutionary new device. 

But now that smartphones are common- 
place, Apple is introducing a new interface 
with what is being called a more modern look 
and feel. 

On iOS 7, the home screen has a more 
three-dimensional look, with the apps ap- 
pearing to float far above the background 
wallpaper image. The apps have what is de- 
scribed as a “flatter look,” losing some of the 
fake lighting effects that made them appear 
to be rounded. 


Apple has also added new swipe gestures 
to allow quicker access to control settings. 
There is a translucent look that lets a user see 
through different apps that might be running 
simultaneously Apps will automatically up- 
date as new versions become available. And 


iOS 7 also includes iTunes Radio, Apple’s new 
streaming music service. 

If all goes well, Apple projects that iOS 7 
will be used by more people than any single 
version of the rival Google Android operating 
system.

Lily Collins, star of “The Mortal Instru- 
ments: City of Bones” has been dubbed the 
most dangerous cyber celebrity of 2013. 

The actress was bestowed this year’s 
(dis)honor by Internet security firm McAfee 
because searching for pictures and down- 
loads of the star on the Web can lead to “a 
14.5 percent chance of landing on a website 
that has tested positive for online threats, 
such as spyware, adware, spam, phishing, vi- 
ruses and other malware,” the firm said. 

The “Mirror Mirror” star currently is 
staking her claim to fame as a Shadowhunt- 
er-in-the-making named Clary in the first 
film adaptation based on Cassandra Clare’s 
young-adult series. Her popularity as well as 
other stars’ is capitalized on by cybercrimi- 
nals to get fans to download harmful content. 

Pairing the 24-year-old’s name with the 
search terms “free downloads,” “free app 


downloads” and “nude pictures” can lead to 
websites meant to steal passwords or other 
personal information, the firm said. 

Phil Collins’ daughter replaces “Harry 
Potter” alum Emma Watson at the top of 
the firm’s list. Watson was 2012’s most virus- 
inducing celeb, but doesn’t even appear on 
this year’s Top 10. Jessica Biel and Megan 
Fox have both dropped out of this year’s list, 
whereas in 2012 they ranked No. 2 and No. 6, 
respectively 

Instead, spots two through 10 go to Avril 
Lavigne (12.7 percent), Sandra Bullock (10.8 
percent), Kathy Griffin (10.6 percent), Zoe 
Saldana (10.5 percent), Katy Perry (10.4 per- 
cent), Britney Spears (lo.i percent), “Mad 
Men” star Jon Hamm (10 percent), Adriana 
Lima (9.9 percent) and Emma Roberts (9.8 
percent). 

With Hamm as the only man in the Top 10, 
the study revealed that women are more dan- 



gerous than men. Justin Timberlake (No. 12 
on the list) and “Grey’s Anatomy” star Patrick 
Dempsey (No. 13) were the only other males 
in the firm’s list of Top 20 risky celebrities.

Never duplicated, 
always weird 

Brain Frame takes performance art to a wild ievel

Ask Lyra Hill something as innocuous as why 
she started Brain Frame— the mildly loopy 
wildly eclectic and passionately adored com- 
ics-and-performance whatchamacallit/up- 
dated ’60s freak out/cartooning-community 
rallying point that she launched two years ago 
in a Wicker Park apartment— and prepare to 
tumble down a rabbit hole. A natural story- 
teller, she begins with the summer of 2011, “an 
intense and magical time, featuring one par- 
ticularly insane episode.” Freshly graduated 
from the School of the Art Institute of Chi- 
cago, eager to leave the city she made plans to 
move to Los Angeles and live with her then- 
boyfriend. 

She arrived in L.A. 

He broke up with her. 

She pauses again: “Sometimes I deal with 


things in one big push— I like a good exor- 
cism. So after the breakup, I went to my dad’s 
wedding and became the Drunk Person at the 
Wedding. I started fights ...” 

Oh, please, go on. 

‘A little bit later,” she continues, “{Chicago 
shadow puppeteer and artist] Sara Drake was 
hosting a prose and poetry reading in her 
apartment in Pilsen, and she invited me to 
read one of my comics. It wasn’t exactly the 
start of Brain Frame, but after doing that, I 
did realize how much of a performance there 
could be in this and became super excited by 
the possibilities of translating comics live.” 

She founded Brain Frame a few weeks 
later, and within a year, it had become a kind 
of pleasantly crowded, bi-monthly perfor- 
mance-art happening, evolving into an elabo- 
rate must-attend showcase for Chicago’s un- 


derground comic and hipster communities. 
At 8:30 p.m. Friday, Hill launches the third 
season of the reading and performance se- 
ries at the Co-Prosperity Sphere art space in 
Bridgeport 

“When I first heard about {Brain Frame], 
I was intrigued by how open-ended and ab- 
stract it seemed,” Chicago artist Mamie Gal- 
loway said. “I had no idea what to expect. 


then at the first Brain Frame I attended, Sara 
Drake, who was adapting a Cambodian com- 
ic, gave a mind-blowing shadow-puppet per- 
formance. We sat on the floor and watched. 
It felt so Victorian— I got goose bumps and 
teared up.” She has since performed at the se- 
ries. “Now I explain Brain Frame as: You can 
read from a novel. But how do you read from 
visual work?”
